GREAT FLEET ENTER BAY 


Warships Formally Welcomed by Mexico 


MAGDALENA BAT, Lower California, 


March 12 (By U. S. cruiser Buffalo, San 
Diego, March IS}.—The battleship fleet 
appeared upon the southern horizon off 
Magdalena Bay at daybreak this morn- 
ing, 
but only the leading ships could 


be seen until the rising sun had driven 
away the mist of fog which had hung- 
over the bay since the evening before. 
Magdalena Bay has not grown so large 
in population as the 'advance reports In- 
dicated and the entire population which 
turned out to impress the impressive en- 
try of the sixteen ships through1 the gate- 
way numbered only 140 persons, of whom 
only four were Americans. 
The only 


vessels to greet the fleet were the Buffa- 
lo, the naval tug Fortuna and .three col- 
liers. 
. 


Enter at Full Speed. 


From the entrance of the bar to where 


the little town of Magdalena, with its 
score of whitewashed houses nestles in 
the hills, was a run of eight miles, but 
the "full speed" signals flying from the 
fore trufck of the flagship were not low- 
ered until the very anchorage grounds in 
Man-o'-War Cove was reached. ' It was 
not until 3 o'clock that the Buffalo salut- 
ed Admiral Evans' flag, • salutes being 
barred by the navy regulations before 
that hour of the morning. 


The personnel of the fleet Is in the 


highest state of efficiency. 
Training of 


the gun crews and the other divisions of 
the forces has been persistent 
from 


the very start of the cruise. 
The pre- 


paredness of the vessels was demonstrat- 
ed when within an hour after anchor- 
age the Knnsas, Kentucky and Vermont 
were cruising ^ about the target range 
concluding the" preparations for practice 
work at the guns, which begins tomor- 
row with preliminary firing, 
For Fight or Frolic.

pigs. 


It appears that Dr. Long- Is investigat- 


ing two alleged cases of suspected bu- 
bonic plague in human beings who riled 
here recently.

In order to determine whether they 


really died of nestilence or not. Dr. long 
Inoculated the two guinea pigs with 
serum taken from the spleen., lungs r.nd 
glands at each post mortem. 


In spite of the possible seriousness 


which may attach to these two cases, 
they are surrounded with certain humor- 
ous circumstances. 


The two guinea pigs may flnd "Friday, 


the thirteenth," 
an unlucky day, for 


they both were inoculated last Friday. 


And their doom appears to be clinched 


by the fact that the attendants long ago 
christened 
them "A. Mutt" and "B. 


Mutt." 
Added to this is the portentous 


fact that both guinea pigs inhabit cage 
No. 23 in the laboratory. 


As the period of incubation, or time 


between inoculation and .the manifesta- 
tion of sickness from plague, Is from 3 
to 8 days, it may be some time before the 
fate of "A. Mutt" and "B. Mutt" is de- 
termined. 


If It develops that these two germ cul- 


tures were really from bubonic plague, it 
will be "30" for the Mutt family of So- 
dentville. and there will be several horses 
on the rats, so to speak.

most of it.

Kaiser is guilty of trying to influence Great Britain's naval po icy 
in a way favorable to German interests. It clamors for more wai- 
ships as'an offset to German's naval preparations. To the House* 
of Commons Mr. Asquith, virtually the head of the Cabinet^n Sir 
Henry Campbell-Bannerman's absence, explains that the Kaiser's 
letter''was a purely personal and prhate communication, conceived 
in an entirely friendly spirit. My noble friend's (Lord Tweedmouth) 
answer was equally private and informal, and neither the letter 
nor its answer was known or communicated to the Cabinet' As for 
the government's naval estimates, they had been decided upon 
before the letter arri\ed."

Story of Life. 


Cooke has written the following story 


of his life with his justification of his 
relations with the girl who eloped with 
him: 


"To tell the story of my shame and

those of hol'ness and virtue, to tear
